ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  Council: 

Lady  & Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  Service  of 
the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969° 

The  vital  statisctics  show  the  crude  birth  rate  at  18.6  (adjusted  l808) 
being  the  same  as  the  previous  year0  The  crude  death  rate  has  increased  slightly 
and  at  12.6  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population  it  is  a little  higher  than 
that  for  the  rest  of  the  country..  The  adjusted  death  rate  is  14.8.  The  still 
birth  rate  has  fallen  and  at  13.2  represents  four  still  births.,  This  figure  is 
comparable  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  on  the  other  hand  has  risen  and  at  30.1  per 
thousand  live  births  is  the  highest  since  1957  when  it  was  3^.8.  The  rate  for 
the  rest  of  the  country  was  18.1.  There  was  in  all  nine  infant  deaths  in  Hoyland 
during  the  year.  Studying  the  cause  of  deaths  among  infants  we  find  six  died 
within  one  week  of  life  and  premature  births,  congenital  deformities  and  infection 
of  the  respiratory  tract  together  were  responsible. 

In  the  table  of  principal  causes  of  death  it  is  noticed  that  again  by 
far  the  largest  number  of  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system 
which  includes  coronary  thrombosis.  In  all,  this  group  accounted  for  4?  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  Di-seases  of  the  respiratory  system  accounted  for 
32  deaths,  and  of  those  20  were  due  to  bronchitis.  There  was  a slight  increase 
in  the  figure  of  38  deaths  from  cancer  which  included  seven  people  dying  from 
cancer  of  the  lung. 

Seven  deaths  were  due  to  accidents:-  road  accidents  accounting  for  three. 

There  was  one  colliery  accident  and  three  were  accidents  in  the  home  resulting 
from  falls.  These  latter  occurred  in  elderly  ladies  aged,  73?  89  and  9 2.  This  is 
a matter  of  concern  for  us  all,  and  as  a Council  you  are  not  only  aware  of  the 
problem  but  have  taken  action  in  many  directions.  I refer  to  the  building  of  old 
peoples’  dwellings,  in  particular  the  Community  Centre  projects  of  which  there  are 
now  five  in  the  Township  of  Hoyland.  You  have  not  been  found  wanting  in  the 
provision  of  Warden  Services  and  your  support  to  the  Hoyland  Home  Safety  Committee, 
the  activities  of  which  I describe  in  the  body  of  the  report  and  also  which  I 
acknowledge  is  to  be  commended. 

So  far  as  the  infectious  diseases  are  concerned  only  36  cases  were  reported 
during  I969  which  is  the  lowest  figure  since  the  Divisional  Scheme  for  Preventive 
Medicine  commenced  in  19 47.  The  most  prominent  disease  was  Scarlet  Fever  of  which 
there  were  fifteen  cases.  Looking  through  the  figures  in  earlier  reports  this 
disease  always  appears,  however  it  is  very  mild  in  form  these  days,  a fact  which 
may  explain  its  persistence.  There  were  twelve  cases  of  measles  which  as  you  know 
is  a cyclical  disease  and  this  year  one  would  expect  a reduction  in  the  figure  anyway. 


With  the  scheme  for  immunisation  against  measles  under  way  one  hopes  that 
we  may  see  the  elimination  of  this  sometimes  distressing  childhood  ailment.  There 
were  no  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  again  we  are  tempted  to  draw  the  conclusion 
that  we  are  now  reaping  the  benefits  of  the  mass  vaccination  programmes  which  have 
been  carried  out  recently.  The  remaining  nine  cases  comprise  four  dysentery  and 
five  infective  jaundice:  the  latter  is  relatively  new  to  the  list  of  notifiable 
diseases  and  one  aspect  of  which  we  have  to  be  particularly  careful  is  that  a 
person  suffering  from  this  disease  who  has  previously  been  a blood  donor  must  be 
notified  to  the  Blood  Transfusion  Centre. 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  provided  the  statistics  of  that  part 
of  the  report  dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances.  The  number  of  houses  in 
the  area  has  increased  to  5,790  and  during  1969  the  number  of  houses  closed  or 
demolished  was  16.  All  the  dwellings  in  the  area  are  on  a mains  water  supply,  and 
of  the  samples  taken  during  the  year  and  examined  bacteriologically , 7 were 
unsatisfactory.  These  samples  were  found  as  a result  of  an  investigation  carried 
out  after  E.  Coli  type  1 had  been  identified  in  samples  taken  from  a house  at 
Royston  Hill,  Hoyland.  Full  remedial  measures  were  taken  by  the  Waterworks 
Department.  In  the  whole  district  there  are  only  9 pail  closets  and  one  privy. 
Although  I would  like  to  see  all  dwellings  with  a water  closet  system,  nevertheless 
this  situation  is  satisfactory. 
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The  effects  of  new  legislation  over  the  years,  plus  the  additional  work 
involved  with  slum  clearance  procedures,  the  setting  up  of  smoke  control  areas, 
and  the  many  applications  for  Improvement  Grants,  has  resulted  in  an  increased 
workload  for  the  department,  which  has  been  accepted  willingly,  bu  w;th  reorgan- 
isation just  a few  years  away  pressures  are  bound  to  build  up.  However,  I feel 
sure  the  staff  will  be  equal  to  the  many  calls  that  will  he  made  upon  them,  and 
will  continue  to  maintain  the  reputation  for  the  high  standard  of  efficiency 
which  they  have  built  up  over  the  yearso 

In  the  text  of  the  report,  as  in  previous  years,  I have  included  some 
comments  on  the  County  Council's  services.  These  are  amplified  each  year  in  the 
County  Medical  Officer's  Annual  Report,,  It  occurs  to  me  that  it  is  not  easy  for 
members  to  gain  an  all-round  picture  of  the  Public  Health  services  in  the  area 
without  a good  deal  of  concentrated  study,  and  I think  it  may  be  interesting  if 
I briefly  enumerate  the  changes  in  the  services  and  the  new  services  provided  in 
the  divisional  area  over  the  last  five  years«  I think  it  may  be  particularly  use- 
ful to  see  the  "state  of  the  service"  in  this  period,  when  major  changes  are  about 
to  take  place  in  Local  Government  and  the  Health  Service,,  For  instance,  the  School 
Health  Service  has  been  tailored  to  suit  present  day  needs  by  stopping  routine 
medical  examination  of  the  four  age  groups,  i.e.  5~years,  7-years,  ’'O-years  and 
15-years,,  The  present  system  now  in  full  operation  is  routine  examination  on 
entering  school  at  5~years  of  age,  followed  by  selective  examination  at  7-years 
and  15-years0  This  means  concentrating  much  more  medical  attention  on  those 
children  who  have  a problem,  whether  it  be  physical  or  emotional 0 They  are 
discovered  by  a comprehensive  pre-medical  enquiry  directed  at  the  school,  the 
parents,  the  school  nurses  and  our  own  medical  records,.  In  addition,  we  have 
devised  a questionnaire  to  be  completed  by  the  teachers  for  a 6-year  o:d,  which  is 
proving  useful  in  discovering  educational  and  emotional  difficulties  at  an  earlier 
age  than  was  previously  possible „ 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinics  also  have  undergone  change,  in  two  ways.  Firstly, 
where  the  general  practitioners  have  been  willing  to  run  their  own  Well  Baby 
sessions,  we  have  provided  health  visiting  staff  and  food  sales  faciiities,  so  that 
to  a large  extent  these  clinics  have  replaced  our  own,  and  where  it  is  necessary  to 
conduct  our  own  clinics  we  have  encouraged  to  nurses  to  undertake  more  of  T he 
routine  work,  leaving  the  medical  staff  free  to  concentrate  on  those  baoies  with 
more  serious  physical  or  developmental  problems,.  Recently  a Developmental  Record 
Card  has  been  introduced,  to  tighten  up  our  survey  of  these  children,  and  to  make 
the  record-keeping  as  easy  as  possible  for  the  health  visitors  and  do  f ors0 

Provision  of  Health  Centres  has  made  rapid  strides,.  At  preset, t there  are 
Centres  established  at  Ecclesfield,  Stannington  and  Stocksbndge „ Plans  are  under 
way  for  three  more  at  Hoyland,  High  Green  and  Oughtibridge „ When  one  :crsiders 
that  some  of  the  large  Southern  Counties  have  only  one  or  two  Centres,  memcers  will 
appreciate  how  progressive  is  the  policy  of  the  West  Riding,,  Naturaily,  the 
transition  from  clinic  building/private  surgery  into  Health  Centre  premises  is  not 
only  an  upheaval  for  our  own  staff,  but  for  the  general  practitioners  toe.  However, 
such  problems  as  have  arisen  are  minimal,  and  this  speaks  well  for  lie  goodwxll  of 
the  nurses  and  doctors  concerned.  These  modern  buildings,  with  adequate  space  and 
greater  professional  contact,  are  already  in  my  view  contributing  markedly  to  a 
better  joint  service  and  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  the  public,, 

The  above  comments  lead  me  on  to  speak  of  the  attachment  of  nursing  staff 
to  specific  general  practices,.  The  overall  result  of  this  has  been  a closer  work- 
ing relationship  between  the  nurses  and  the  doctors,  and  the  end  result  as  far  as 
the  Health  Visitor  is  concerned  is  more  work  for  both  the  nurse  and  the  doctor,  but. 
the  patient  benefits  by  having  problems  followed  through  and  properly  resolved,, 

The  Cervical  Cytology  Clinics  have  recently  been  changed  to  Well  Woman 
Clinics,,  This  means  that  in  addition  to  having  cervical  smear  taken  the  women  have 
their  blood  pressure  taken,  have  their  hemoglobin  estimated,  their  urine  tested,  in 
addition  to  having  a full  pelvic  examination . These  clinics  operate  approximately 
once  a month,  at  Ecclesfield,  Stocksbridge,  Penistone,  Hoyland  and  Stannington. 

We  now  have  two  direct  service  Family  Planning  Clinics  in  the  Division,  one 
at  Ecclesfield  and  one  at  Stocksbridge,  with  plans  to  establish  smaxier  oximes  at 
Penistone  and  Hoyland  in  the  near  future. 
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Inevitably  I reach  the  last  paragraph  of  my  introduction,  which  custom 
dictates  is  devoted  to  thanking  the  Chairman,  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  chief  officers  and  staff  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
assistance  with  problems  encountered  during  the  year.  That  these  compliments 
are  repeated  annually  in  no  way  diminishes  their  sincerity.  Without  such  help 
much  would  remain  unaccomplished.  However,  I would  also  like  to  pay  tribute 
to  my  own  staff,  to  thank  them  for  their  loyalty,  and  to  remember  that  but 
for  their  continued  efforts  behind  the  scenes  this  report  would  not  be  possible.

DIPHTHEPIA 

No  cases  cf  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  '969*  During  this  year  we 
continued  the  computer  scheme  for  recording  immunisation.  As  1 expla  ned  in  your 
last  report,  this  use  of  the  computer  is  designed  to  keep  a very  close  ■'  heck  on 
these  children  who  have  not  been  immunised,  at  the  appropriate  age,  and  to  continue 
to  issue  repeat  invitations  to  the  parents  to  have  the  procedure 
a result  we  have  kept  up  a high  rate  of  acceptance,  namely  over  90%. 

The  figures  below  do  not  seem  to  bear  this  out.  The  reason  a very 
complicated  one,  which  1 do  not-  intend  to  even  try  to  set  out  on  paper.

of  assistance  in  maintaining  a.  high  degree  of  vaccination,  because  it  issues 
individual  invitations  to  each  child  Known  to  reside  within  the  area.  Following

'>e  preferred  rather  to  seek  the  cases  through  our  own  nurses  and  through 
general  practitioner  service,  since  the  number  of  smears  available  is  still

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  and  Sheffield  are  available 
to  provide  all  the  necessary  investigations  we  may  require  in  the  epidemiological 
fieldo  The  respective  Medical  Directors  are  most  willing  to  help  and  advise, 
and  I am  grateful  to  them0 

MORTUARY 


Accommodation  is  available  at  the  Sanitary  Depot,  West  Street,  Hoyland, 
and  serves  the  whole  area0 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  West  Riding  County  Council  provide  ambulance  facilities  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  2?  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

During  the  year  no  difficulty  was  experienced  regarding  staffing,  and 
the  full  complement  of  staff  of  41,  plus  one  Station  Officer,  worked  a three- 
shift  system  from  the  main  operational  depot  at  Hoyland,  with  an  alternating 
shift  at  the  new  Penistone  Depot,  which  was  officially  opened  during  1966. 

There  are  eight  vehicles  at  Hoyland  and  three  at  Peni stone 0 

Liaison  with  all  hospitals  continues  at  a hign  level,  and  the  Authority 
continues  to  work  most  amicably  with  neighbouring  County  Boroughs « 

Ambulance  calls  from  doctors,  hospitals,  institutions  and  members  of 
the  public  in  emergencies,  are  received  at  the  Station  Control  Room  and,  are 
competently  dealt  with  by  the  efficient  use  of  a radio  communication  system, 
ensuring  speed  and  econimical  use  of  the  vehicles,  and  at  the  same  time  reducing 
mileage  to  the  minimum 0 

The  majority  of  the  ambulance  personnel  are  competent  to  render  first 
aid,  and  staff  are  encouraged  to  train  and  obtain  current  certificates,  the 
County  Council  giving  monetary  recognition  by  way  of  extra  pay  as  an  incentive 
to  qualif icationso 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

I have  given  the  Health  Education  Programme  for  the  Division  as  a whole 
this  year,  to  give  you  a better  overall  picture „ What  is  on  offer  to  one 
area  is  of  course,  equally  on  offer  throughout  the  area0  I refer  in  particular 
to  the  school  programme  in  Stocksbridge 0 

CLINICS 


General  Health  Education  activities  were  carried  out  in  most  clinics, 
following  in  the  main  the  pattern  of  a monthly  programme 0 Group  discussions 
included  hygiene,  development  of  the  baby,  care  of  teeth,  feet,  home  safety 
and  diet,  current  topics,  e0go  drug  taking,  sex  education,  etc0,  the  usual 
media  of  filmstrips,  sound  filfts  up-to=date  posters  and  distribution  of  leaf- 
lets used  in  an  endeavour  to  teach  the  general  public  an  approach  to  good, 
healthy  livingo  Health  Visitors  continue  to  discuss  prophylaxis  on  every 
possible  occasion,  during  the  individual  interview  at  clinics  or  during  home 
visitso  The  number  of  mothers  attending  group  discussion  varies,  according 
to  the  size  of  the  clinic  involved 0 

SCHOOLS 

Regular  weekly  visits  were  paid  to  Stocksbridge  Secondary  School  by 
the  Health  Visitor,  Health  Education  being  given  to  two  groups  (girls  aged  12-13 
and  1.4  - 15  years),  the  usual  maximum  period  being  of  a six  weeks  duration. 

These  lectures  are  very  much  appreciated,  and  are  now  an  established  part  of 
the  school  curriculum „ The  programmes  were  as  follows;- 


(1)  Personal  hygiene. 

(2)  BaOjf  care0 

(3)  Development  of  a child  (mental  and  physical). 

(4)  Infant  feeding. 

(5)  Hygiene  in  the  home. 

(6)  Infectious  diseases*,  including  veneral  disease. 

(?)  Home  safety. 

In  addition*,  the  girls  of  tne  senicr  class  attend  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  in  small  groups*,  in  order  to  see  the  benefits  of  a Well  Baby  Clinic. 

YOUNG  vrVES  GROUPS 

There  are  several  young  wives  groups  attached  to  different  religious 
denominations  within  the  Division,  arid  Health  Visitors  have  been  asked  to 
visit  to  give  talks  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor,  drug  taking  etc.,  It 
is  at  these  meetings  that  the  question  of  Cervical  Cytology  and  its  value  is 
discussed,  and  through  this  media  it  is  found  that  many  of  the  women  within 
the  area  arrange  either  to  attend  for  smear  to  be  taken  by  their  own  general 
practitioner  or  at  the  Local  Health  Authority  Clinic. 

OTHER  HEALTH  EDUCATION  ACTIVITIES 


During  the  year  Health  Visitors  attended  Home  Safety  classes,  local 
trade  fairs,  and  in  the  main  arranged  small  displays  on  the  dangers  of  poisons 
and  drugs  to  the  community. 

RELAXATION  AND  MOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES 

Although  the  Midwives  are  responsible  for  the  instruction  in  relaxation 
and  general  mothereraft,  the  Health  Visitors  attend  at  least  once  a month  and 
usually  deal  with  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  prophylaxis  available 
for  babies  and  young  children. 

Health  Education  programmes  in  this  Division  are  carried  out  in  the 
clinics,  school  and  during  the  home  visits.  Tne  Health  Visitors  continue  to 
promote  a consciousness  within  the  community  of  the  necessity  for  good,  healthy 
living.  Ail  staff  are  agreed  that  we  are  fortunate  in  having  such  a wonderful 
display  of  up-to-date  materials,  fi  ms  and  filmstrips  available  from  the 
County  Health  Education  Department.  It  ts  now  very  common  for  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  area  to  contact  the  Health  Visitor,  Midwife  or  Home  Nurse 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  attractive  posters  to  display  within  the 
surgery.  The  poison  berries  and  poison  fungi  posters  are  extremely  useful 
and  much  appreciated. 

MOTHERCRAFT  AND  RELAXATION  CLASSES 

These  classes  have  been  held  weekly  within  the  area.  The  relaxation 
exercises  are  generally  herd  to  be  beneficial.  In  addition  to  this,  it  allows 
a number  of  expectant  mothers  to  meet  and  discuss  with  each  other  their  various 
trials  and  tribulations.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  an  example  of  a worry 
shared  being  a worry  halved.  The  health  visitor  also  talks  to  the  mothers 
during  these  meetings  about  the  general  care  of  their  babies  and  the  value  of 
immunisation. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS 

These  are  held  each  week  in  most  areas.  These  days  we  are  asking  the 
health  visitor  to  take  a mere  and  more  important  role  in  the  Baby  Clinic,  e.g. 
most  of  the  immunisation  is  now  done  by  the  health  visitor,  and  with  the 
current  shortage  of  medical  staff  this  has  been  an  enormous  help.  The  Medical 
Officer  new  sees  those  children  who  are  referred  by  the  health  visitor. 

As  always,  those  ladies  who  come  voluntarily  to  help  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  provide  a most  valuable  service,  and  we  all  appreciate  their 
efforts  very  much.

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HEALTH  VISITING  SERVICE 


During  the  year  the  Health  Visiting  Service  was  maintained,  although 
there  was  one  resignation  and  two  appointments,  Mrs,  Townsend  returned  to 
work  in  the  area  following  maternity  leave. 

Attachment  of  health  visiting  staff  to  the  general  practitioners  was 
carried  out  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  appears  to  have  been  working 
very  well.  The  Health  Visitor's  duties  are  concerned  with  the  family  as  a 
whole,  and  her  main  object  is  to  promote  a positive  attitude  towards  general 
good  health.  The  opportunity  afforded  by  attachment  has  meant  that  the  Health 
Visitors  can  discuss  cases  needing  urgent  help  and  advice  with  the  general 
practitioner  directly  concerned  with  the  family,  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 
During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  1,436  first  visits  in  the  Hoyland 
Nether  Urban  District, 

In  addition  to  visiting  within  the  homes,  the  Health  Visitor  visits 
schools  within  the  area  for  hygiene  inspections,  medical  examinations  of 
schoolchildren  and  B,C,G,  sessions.  In  addition  she  carries  out  health  education 
in  the  clinics,  attends  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Eye  Clinics,  and  a proportion 
of  the  Relaxation  and  Ante-natal  Classes.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


The  home  nursing  services  were  maintained  during  the  year,  the  staff  being 
attached  to  general  practitioner  units  in  the  Autumn,  This  attachment  appears 
to  have  been  working  well,  and  gives  the  general  practitioner  and  the  home 
nurse  the  opportunity  to  discuss  treatments  to  the  benefit  of  the  patients 
concerned.  In  some  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  District  Nursing 
Sister  to  attend  general  practitioners*  surgeries  to  carry  out  specific  treat- 
ments, i.e.  injections,  dressings,  etc.,  within  surgery  premises.  Nursing 
equipment  and  aids  are  readily  available  through  the  County  Council  Loan  Service. 

During  1969  the  nurses  made  a total  of  11,815  visits  and  attended  278 
new  cases.

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MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


During  the  year  a new  appointment  was  made,  the  midwife  Mrs.  Andrews 
commencing  duties  in  January,  1969=,  The  midwives  attend  Ante-natal  Clinics 
weekly  within  the  Local  Authority  and  general  practitioners0  surgeries.  A 
very  thriving  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Class  is  held  weekly,  when  group 
discussions  take  place,  sound  films,  filmstrips  and  visual  aid  being  used  in 
an  endeavour  to  help  mothers  prepare  for  their  forthcoming  confinement.  The 
Health  Visitor  attends  certain  sessions,  to  discuss  prophylactic  measures 
available  by  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  inf«ctious  diseases. 

The  midwives  attended  58  confinements  during  the  year;  of  these  35 
had  Trilene  Analgesia  and  9 Pethidine.  Two  cases  received  Pethidine  and 
Trilene  Analgesia.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  the  advent  of  general 
practitioner  attachment  of  staff,  the  staff  themselves  especially  liaise 
closely  to  discuss  problems  arising  with  families,  so  that  no  delay  is  experienced 

on  in  cases  of  extreme  need.

One  shudders  to  think  what  the  pressure  on  the  hospitals  for  the  elderly 
would  be  without  this  service.  The  very  old  would  lose  heart  and  would  not 
trouble  to  cook  for  themselves,  or  even  to  light  a fire  in  winter.  We  have  seen 
this  happen  where  the  need  for  supporting  services  has  emerged  too  late.  In 
many  instances  the  only  solution  has  been  for  the  patient  to  go  into  a home  for 
the  elderly  or  into  hospital. 


HOME  SAFETY 


We  have  in  Hoyland  a very  active  Road  Safety  Committee  and  a separate 
but  equally  effective  Home  Safety  Committee;  the  latter  was  formed  in  1957 
and  the  members  work  very  hard.  Representatives,  in  addition  to  members  of 
the  public  include  officers  from  the  Fire  Service,  Gas  and  Electricity  Boards, 
as  well  as  staff  from  my  own  department.  Their  aim  is  to  stimulate  in  the  public 
at  large  an  interest  in  the  prevention  of  home  accidents  and  to  advise  ways  and 
means  of  disseminating  propoganda  with  a view  to  lessening  the  toll  of  accidents 
in  the  home;  that  they  achieve  some  measure  of  success  I am  sure  is  reward  for 
their  voluntary  efforts  and  we  should  be  grateful  to  them.  ' 

Your  Council  have  done  much  in  implementing  where  possible  any  suggestions 
that  the  Committee  have  put  forward;  I am  thinking  particularly  of  the  proposal 
to  include  fire  place  fixtures  in  aged  peoples  dwellings  in  order  to  secure  their 
fireguards. 


The  County  Council  also  play  a part  by  providing  posters  and  literature 
for  distribution  via  libraries,  child  welfare  clinics,  the  health  and  housing 
department  as  well  as  giving  financial  aid  in  the  form  of  an  annual  granto 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  19^8 

There  was  no  occasion  to  use  the  powers  of  the  above  or  the  Amendment 
Act  during  the  year0 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

With  the  trend  for  Mental  Hospitals  adapting  to  care  for  patients  on  a 
short-term  basis,  more  of  the  patients  are  being  discharged  to  their  own  homes 
with  the  need  for  support  and  after-care  from  the  Mental  Welfare  Officerso 

The  Psychiatric  Out-patient  Clinic  held  in  this  office  weekly  has  proved 
such  an  enormous  success  that  there  is  a tendency  for  patients  to  request 
attending  here,  rather  than  returning  to  the  Out-patients’  Department  at  the 
Mental  Hospitalo  In  spite  of  efforts  to  educate  the  public,  there  is  still  an 
old-fashioned  stigma  attached  to  anyone  who  is  unfortunate  enough  to  require 
referral  to  a Mental  Hospitalo  With  the  opening  of  the  Health  Centre  at 
Ecclesfield,  the  weekly  Monday  sessions  held  at  this  office  have  now  been 
transferred  to  these  new  premiseso  Both  the  Consultant  Staff,  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  and  not  least  the  patients  appreciate  the  facilities  which  are  offeredo 
The  total  number  of  patients  attending  during  1969  rose  by  58,  to  294,  and  they 
attended  42  clinic  sessions  during  the  year0  The  increase  in  patients  seen  does 
not  necessarily  follow  that  there  was  more  mental  illness  in  the  district;  it  is 
in  keeping  with  the  trend  for  the  earlier  discharge  of  patients  to  their  home 
environment o 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  serious  problems  or  delays  in 
obtaining  beds  for  patients  who  required  hospital  treatment <> 

As  in  previous  years,  a number  of  students  visited  the  Division  during  the 
year,  to  observe  the  work  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers..  The  majority  of  these  young 
people  were  studying  for  the  nursing  profession,  tending  to  specialize  in  mental 
nursingo  They  were  also  allowed  to  spend  a limited  period  touring  the  Training 
Centre,  to  observe  the  work  and  the  conditions  of  the  junior  and  adult  trainees 
who  daily  attend  that  establishment 0 

ADMISSIONS  AND  DISCHARGEE  TO  MENTAL  HOSPITALS 

There  were  21  patients  (5  male  and  16  female)  admitted  to  Middlewood 
Hospital  during  the  year,  and  22  patients  were  discharged  (7  male  and  15  female). 
After-care  was  requested  in  15  cases» 

MENTAL  SUBNORMALITY 


The  Friday  morning  out-patient  clinics  for  subnormal  patients  continued 
during  the  year.  A total  of  16  juveniles  were  seen  over  the  14  sessions.  This 
clinic,  which  is  welcomed  by  the  parents  of  these  children,  gives  them  an 
opportunity  to  discuss  their  many  problems  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist.  No 
difficulties  were  experienced  in  placing  subnormal  children  in  short-stay  care 
hospital  beds.  This  service  is  of  enormous  help  to  parents,  and  is  fully  apprecia- 
ted by  myself  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers.  Five  patients  (2  male  and  3 female) 
were  admitted  for  short-stay  care. 

The  Parent/Teachers 8 Association  at  the  Ecclesfield  Training  Centre  gave 
valuable  help  in  organising  smother  successful  year  of  social  activities. 

SPECIAL  CARE  UNIT 

During  the  year  this  unit  was  taking  in  its  maximum  number  of  handicapped 
children,  and  apart  from  holidays,  sickness  and  other  domestic  problems,  11 
children  attended  five  days  a week.

MUNICIPAL  DUSTBINS  SCHEME 

During  the  year  1 969-70,  456  dustbins  were  issued  to  premises  within  the 
District  under  the  terms  of  Section  75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Each  3i  cu.  ft.  dustbin  is  embossed  with  the  letter  H.N.U.D.C.,  and  the 
year  of  issue.  Rubber  lids  are  now  provided  with  all  bins  in  an  effort  to  cut 
down  general  noise. 

The  present  scheme  was  started  nineteen  years  ago. 

CESSPOOL  AND  GULLY  EMPTYING 


Every  cesspool  in  the  District  was  regularly  emptied  once  every  two  weeks 
by  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptying  machine  and  no  overflowing  systems  were 
observed. 

A systematic  cleansing  of  gullies  is  also  carried  out  both  on  County  and 
District  Council  Roads  in  order  to  keep  them  clean  and  free  running. 

STREET  SWEEPING 


All  streets  in  the  District  are  regularly  swept  by  the  Council's  new 
suction  sweeper,  weather  conditions  permitting.  County  roads  are  swept  twice 
each  week  and  District  roads  are  systematicaly  swept  on  the  remaining  days. 

Four  manual  sweepers  are  also  employed  in  the  District  and  a small 
mechanical  footpath  sweeper  is  also  used  occasionally. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  public  conveniences  throughout  the  District  were  regularly  cleansed 
and  maintained  in  working  order. 


Vandalism  was  again  prevelant  but  the  culprits  as  usual,  could  not  be 
detected. 


If  any  member  of  the  public  suspects  that  vandalism  is  talcing  place,  he 
should  quickly  notify  the  police.
